HITS CHANNELS 
OF U.S. TRADE 


Purchasing Power of More) 


Than Billion Dollars 
Effected 


By IRVING PERLMETER 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
WASHINGTON, April 16— The 
purchasing power of the United 
States treasury’s $1,392,000,000 of 
deste rilized gold poured into trade 
channels today, although the bul- 
lion itself did not leave its vaults 
The treasury got a spendable 
ercdit for the metal by depositing 
in the federal reserve system a sim- 
ple memorandum, promising to pay 
on demand an equivalent amount 
of gold certificate 
ed by the metal 
This was possible because gold ‘s 
the only international standard of 
value which has survived centuries 


of experimentation with such ar- 
ticles as beads, corn, copper and 
silver

Droning German 
planes flying low over Austria already 
gave tragic and terrifying emphasis tc the 
ultimatum. 

Twice Schuschnigg offered the Aus- 
trian cabinet his resignation, and twice it 
was spurned by the patriotic council. Ten 
minutes before the hour was up, Hitler 
again phoned, warning him that war was 
only a few minutes away unless he yielded 
to the persuasion of irresistible force. Lov- 
ing Austria more than he hated Hitler, 
cherishing the lives of his countrymen as 
a more precious trust than the political in- 
dependence of his isolated country, Schus- 
chnigg at length yielded. Austria became 
a memory. 

“This is a true story,” Kraus swears. 
It will be remembered long after the suc- 
cess of Hitler's sham “plebiscite” has been 
forgotten. That vote is a monument to 
the trickery and threats by which a ward 
of the League of Nations was robbed of 
the right to make a free choice as to its 
destiny.

Current Comment 


Czechoslovakia 

By and large, the civil policy of Czecho- 
slovakia regarding minorities has been rela- 
tively advanced. Those who think it falls short 
of the idea judge it by a standard not recognized 
in practice elsewhere, True, Czechoslovakia has 
not seen fit to grant the Germanic districts auto- 
nomy. On the other hand, the Sudetic Germans 
are represented in Parliament and in the 
cabinet. . 

Czechoslovakia also recognizes the cherished 
right of the minority to instruct in its own 
tongue. Primary schools in Czechoslovakia falls 
into two categories: Volksschulen for children 
under eleven years of age, and Buergerschulen 
for children from eleven to fourteen years of 
age. 

According to a school census of October 31, 
1935, 21.6 per cent of the former and 22.5 per cent 
of the latter gave instruction in German. Ger- 
manic pupils formed one per cent of the enrol- 
ment of the Buergerschulen, where instruction 
was given in Czechoslovakia; Czechs and Slo- 
vaks formed six-tenths of one per cent in the 
Volksschulen and three per cent in the Buerger- 
schulen, where instruction was given in Ger- 
man 

This record contrasts favorably with past 
and present practices of some of Czechoslovakia’s 
neighbors. —Yale Review.

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


Low blood pressure may exist without the 
presence of any definite disease, seeming to be 
the outcome of a state of general weakness. In 
such cases, the cure consists of building up a 
good quality of blood and developing the body 
as a whole. The weakness must be overcome 
by the use of physical culture exercises and 
walking. 

Improvement is slow and the patient must be 
persistent in his efforts to raise the blood pres- 
sure if any lasting effect is to be produced. 

Even though the vitality of the patient with 
low blood pressure seems to be law, the best 
plan is to start by an eliminative treatment 
which will rid the body of all accumulated 
wastes. I find the quickest elimination is 
secured by taking the fast as all of the elimina- 
tive organs will be speeded up when the patient 
is not eating. Energy formerly devoted to the 
digestion of food then becomes available for pro- 
cesses of elimination. During the fast, the skin 
should be stimulated to throw out more impuri- 
ties by frequent shower or sponge baths, and a 
good intestinal elimination is secured by the 
daily enema. 

A five day fast is usually of the right length 
in these low blood pressure patients, who may 
complain of headaches or weakness the first day 
or two, but generally note a return of strength 
by the time they are ready to start eating. 

Following the fast the patient needs a well- 
balanced diet which will supply only that 
amount of food which the body really needs. 
Over-eating or stuffing is best avoided. The 
patient will usually do best on a diet which pro- 
vides raw and cooked vegetables in abundance, 
together with eggs, a sensible amount of meat, 
and stewed dried fruits. Fresh fruit juices are 
of value but should be considered more in the 
light of a dietary supplement, being used in ad- 
dition to three well-balanced meals daily. The 
fruit juices are beneficial because of the minerals 
and vitamins they provide and may be taken 


helpful to low blood pressure patients but when 
added to the diet should be treated as a real food

FLOWERS GROW 


AS GAS FLARES 
IN OIL VALLEY 


Artificial Heat Hastens 
Spring In Turner 
Field 


By GEORGE FINLAY 

Canadian Press Staff Writer 
CALGARY, April 16.—Spring 
comes early to Turner Valley, the 


rolling foothills country of the 
Rockies where a new oil develop- 
ment frontier is in the making. 

Among the scores of giant, steel- 
masted derricks, huge fiery gas 
flares, burning more than 200,000,- 
000 cubic feet of waste gas a day, 
create an artificial warmth around 
the wells to bring spring flowers in 
full bloom long before they appear 
on the farm and rangelands, 


CROCUS BLOOMS 

The mauve colored “prairie cro- 
cus” were in bloom 10 days ago and 
other spring flowers were out in 
the favored “warm” spots of the 
valley, 

Easter bouquets are there for the 
picking, but they attract litle at- 
tention from the 7,000 residents in 
|the Turner Valley area, which in- 
cludes hundreds of oil well work- 
ers at the more than 200 wells along 
the 15 miles of new frontier. But 
to tourists and city-folk it is a 
spring-time miracle, 


GIANT FLARES 


The giant flares, which soon may 
disappear, burn day and _ night, 
{lighting a path of red across the 
sky that may be seen in Calgary, 
45 miles to the northwest. Al- 
|berta’s government, with the co- 
operation of oil producers, is map- 
|ping out a program of gas conser- 
| vation, 

A cnservation board is to be 
appointed under the newly-en- 
acted Petroleum and Gas Conser- 
vation act to save the millions of 
feet of gas going to waste daily. 
The flares—known as “just bon- 
\ fires” to Valley folk—are a friend 
to motorists if the car battery hap- 
pens to be low during a night tour 
of the oil fields. In the vicinity of 
the big ones a car can be driven 
over many sections of the road 
without the glow of headlights, 
BOOM TOWNS 

Today it is the south field, where 
the new boom towns of Little Chi- 
cago and Little New York are lo- 
cated, that is attracting the attene 
tion of the oilmen. 

When the first crude well roar- 
ed in in June, 1936, it marked a 
new south field and today 40 
crude producers are in produc- 
tion, held down by a 42% pro- 
ration schedule while producers 
work to create greater markets 
for Alberta's oil.

than 30 “rigs” are drilling today. 
| More wells will be “spudded” as the
